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AMENDMENT TO HOUSE BI LL 4023

AMENDMENT NO. . Anend House Bill 4023 by replacing

everything after the enacting clause with the foll ow ng:

"Section 1. Short title. This Act may be cited as the

Local Pl anning Techni cal Assistance Act.

Section 5. Purposes. The purposes of this Act are to:

(1) Provide technical assistance to Illinois |ocal
governments that request it for the devel opnent of | ocal
pl anni ng ordi nances and regul ati ons.

(2) Encourage Illinois | ocal governnents to engage
in planning, regulatory, and devel opnment approaches t hat
pronot e and encour age conprehensive pl anni ng.

(3) Provide denonstration grants to units of |oca
government; planni ng agenci es; educational institutions;
and other not-for-profit organizations and associations
serving nei ghbor hoods, communities, and regions of
IIlinois to prepare and inplenent conprehensive plans,
zoni ng ordi nances, subdivision controls, other |I|and
devel opnent regul ati ons, and devel opnent incentives that
pronot e and encour age conprehensive pl anni ng.

(4) Prepare and di stribute nodel ordi nances,

manual s, and other technical publications that pronote
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and encour age conprehensive pl anni ng.

(5) Research and report upon the results and inpact
of activities funded by the denonstration grants.

(6) Provide denonstration grants to units of |oca
governnment; planni ng agenci es; educational institutions;
and other not-for-profit organizations and associ ati ons
serving neighborhoods, conmmunities, and regi ons of
II'linois to engage in pre-devel opnent activities for
projects that pronote and encour age conpr ehensi ve
pl anni ng. The activities could include market feasibility
studi es, architectural renderings, and environnental
assessnents.

(7) Support local planning efforts in communities
with limted financial neans.

(8) Support planning efforts that include one or
more units of local governnent; planning agenci es;
educat i onal i nstitutions; and other not-for-profit
organi zations and associations serving neighborhoods,

communities, and regions of Illinois working together.

Section 10. Definitions. In this Act:

"Conpr ehensi ve plan" neans a regional plan adopted under
Section 5-14001 of t he Counti es Code, an official
conprehensive plan adopted wunder Section 11-12-6 of the
II'linois Muinicipal Code, or local |and resource nmanagenent
pl an adopted under Section 4 of +the Local Land Resource
Managenment Pl anni ng Act.

"Departnent” means the Departnent of Commerce and
Community Affairs.

"Land devel opnent regul ation" neans any devel opnent or
| and wuse ordinance or regulation of a county or nunicipality
i ncl udi ng zoni ng and subdi vi si on ordi nances.

"Local governnment"” or "unit of |ocal governnent" neans

any city, village, incorporated town, or county.
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"Subsidiary plan" neans any portion of a conprehensive
pl an that gui des devel opnent, |and use, or infrastructure for
a county or nunicipality or a portion of a county or

muni ci pality.

Section 15. Technical assistance grants. The Depart nent
may make grants to units of [local governnent to develop
updat e, adm ni st er, and inplenent conprehensive plans,
subsidiary plans, |and devel opnent regulations, devel opnent
incentives, market feasibility studies, and environnental
assessnments that pronmote and encourage the principles of
conpr ehensi ve pl anni ng. Conpr ehensive planning includes
appropriately and proportionally weighing the elenents |isted
in Section 25 of this Act and including themwthin the
conpr ehensi ve pl an.

The Departnent may adopt rul es establishing standards and
procedures for determining eligibility for the grants,
regulating the wuse of funds under the grants, and requiring
periodic reporting of the results and inpact of activities
funded by the grants. No individual grant under this Act may
have duration of nore than 24 nonths.

The Departnent, in the determnation of grantees, my
also seek an even balance of grants within netropolitan

regi ons.

Section 20. Model ordinances and technical publications.
The Departnent may prepare nodel ordinances, mnuals, and
other technical publications that are founded upon and
pronote conprehensive planning. The Departnment nay make al
possi bl e use of existing nodel ordinances, manuals, and ot her
t echni cal publ i cations t hat pr onot e and encour age
conprehensive planning and that were prepared by regional
pl anni ng agenci es and conm ssions, councils of governnent,

and ot her organi zati ons.
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The Depart ment may enpl oy or retain private
not-for-profit entities, regional planning agencies and
comm ssions, councils of governnent, and wuniversities to
advi se, prepare, or conduct the preparation of the nodel
ordi nances, manual s, and ot her technical publications.

The Departnent nmay distribute any nodel ordinances,
manual s, and ot her technical publications prepared under this
Section to all counties and nunicipalities in this State,
regi onal planning agencies and conm ssions in this State, the
II'linois State Library, all public libraries in this State,
and to other organizations and libraries at the Departnent's

di scretion.

Section 25. Use of technical assistance grants.

(a) Technical assistance grants may be used to wite or
revise a local conprehensive plan. A conprehensi ve pl an
funded under Section 15 of this Act nust address, but is not
limted to addressing, each of the follow ng el enents:

(1) Issues and opportunities. The purpose of this
elenment is to state the vision of the community, identify
the mmjor trends and forces af fecting t he | ocal
government and its citizens, set goals and standards, and
serve as a series of guiding principles and priorities to
i npl enent the vision.

(2) Land use and natural resources. The purpose of
this element is to translate the vision statenent into
physical terns; provide a general pattern for t he
| ocation, distribution, and characteristics of future
| and uses over a 20-year period; and serve as the el enment
of the conprehensive plan upon which all other elenents
are based. The land use elenment nust be in text and map
form It nust include supporting studies on popul ation,
the | ocal econony, natural resources, and an inventory of

exi sting | and uses.
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(3) Transportation. The purpose of this elenent is

to consi der all relevant nodes of transportation,
including mass transit, air, water, rail, autonobile,
bi cycl e, and pedestri an nodes of transportation;

accommodat e speci al needs; establish the framework for
the acquisition, preservation, and protection of existing
and future rights-of-way; and incorporate transportation
per f or mance neasures.

(4) Community facilities (schools, parks, police,
fire, and water and sewer). The purpose of this el enent
is to provide comunity facilities; establish |levels of
service; ensure that facilities are provided as needed;
and coordinate with other units of |ocal governnent that
provi de the needed facilities.

(5) Tel ecomunications infrastructure. The purpose
of this element is to coordinate teleconmunications
initiatives; assess short-term and |ong-term needs,
especi ally regarding econom c devel opnent; determ ne the
| ocation and capacity of existing infrastructure;
encourage investnent in the nost advanced technol ogies;
and establish a franework for providing reasonabl e access
to public rights-of-way.

(6) Housing. The purpose of this elenent is to
docunent the present and future needs for housing wthin
the jurisdiction of the |l|ocal governnent, including
af fordabl e housing and special needs housing; take into
account the housing needs of a larger region; identify
barriers to t he production of housing, including
af f ordabl e housi ng; access the condition of the |ocal
housing stock; and develop strategies, prograns, and
ot her actions to address the needs for a range of housing
opti ons.

(7) Econom c devel opnent. The purpose of this

element is to coordinate |local economc devel opnent
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initiatives wwth those of the State; ensure that adequate
econom c devel opnent opportunities are avai | abl e;
identify the strategic conpetitive advantages of the
comuni ty and t he surrounding region; assess the
comunity's strengths and weaknesses wth respect to
attracting and retaining business and industry; and
define the municipality's and county's role.

(8) Natural resources. The purpose of this el enent
is to identify and define the natural resources in the
comunity with respect to water, land, flora, and fauna;
identify the land and water areas in relation to these
resources; assess the relative inportance of these areas
to the needs of the resources; and identify mtigation
efforts that are needed to protect these resources.

(9) Public participation. Thi s el ement nmust
i nclude a process for engaging the comunity in outreach;
the developnent of a sense of community; a consensus
bui | di ng process; and a public education strategy.

(10) Conprehensive plans may also include t he
fol | ow ng: nat ur al hazards; agriculture and forest
preservation; human services; community design; historic
preservation; and the adoption of subplans, as needed.
The deci sion on whether to include these elenents in the
conprehensive plan shall be based on the needs of the
particular unit of |ocal governnent.

(b) The purpose of this Section is to provide guidance

the elenents of a conprehensive plan but not to nmandate

content.

Section 30. Consistency of land use regulations and

actions with conprehensive plans.

(a) If amunicipality or county is receiving assistance

to wite or revise a conprehensive plan, for 5 years after

the effective date of the plan, |and devel opnent regul ati ons,
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including anmendnents to a zoning map, and any |and use
actions shall be consistent with the new or revi sed
conprehensi ve plan. "Land use actions" include prelimnary or
final approval of a subdivision plat, approval of a planned
unit devel opnent, approval of a conditional use, granting a
variance, or a decision by a unit of |ocal governnent to
construct a capital inprovenent, acquire land for community
facilities, or both.

(b) Minicipalities and counties that have adopted
of ficial conprehensive plans in accordance with D vision 12
of Article 11 of the Illinois Minicipal Code or Section
5-14001 of the Counties Code may be eligible for additional
preferences in State econom c devel opnment prograns, State
transportation progranms, State planning prograns, State

natural resources prograns, and State agriculture prograns.

Section 35. Educational and training prograns. The
Department nmay provide educational and training prograns in
pl anni ng, regul atory, and devel opment practices and
techni ques that pronote and encourage conprehensive planning,
including, but not limted to, the use and application of any
nodel ordinances, manuals, and other technical publications
prepared by the Departnent.

The Departnent may enploy or retain not-for-profit
entities, regional planning agencies and conm ssions, and
universities to operate or conduct, or assist in the

operation or conduct of, the prograns.

Section 40. Annual report.

(a) The Departnment may, at |east annually but nore often
at its discretion, report in witing to the Governor and
General Assenbly on

(1) The results and inpacts of county and nuni ci pal

activities funded by the grants authorized by this Act.
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(2) The distribution of the grants.

(3) Mbodel ordinances, manual s, and ot her techni cal
publications prepared by the Departnent.

(4) Educational and training prograns provided by

t he Depart nent.

(b) The report may al so be provided to all counties and
municipalities in this State, regional planning agencies and
commssions in this State, the Illinois State Library, al
public libraries in this State, and to other organizations

and |ibraries upon request at the Departnent's discretion.

Section 45. Local Planning Fund. The Departnent may use
nmoneys, subject to appropriation, in the Local Planning Fund,
a special fund created in the State treasury, to inplenent
and adm nister this Act. If funds are not appropriated, the
Department is not required to carry forth the requirenents of
this Act but may, at its discretion, use funds from ot her

sources.

Section 900. The State Finance Act is amended by adding

Section 5.570 as foll ows:
